Firm  the 
plants  well  in  the  soil,  keeping  them 
thoroughly  cultivated  and  cut  off  all 
runners.  About  the  middle  of  Decem- 
ber, cover  bed  with  salt-meadow  hay, 
straw  or  leaves.  In  April,  as  soon  as 
the  plants  show  indications  of  growth, 
push  the  covering  away  from  the  plants 
to  allow  them  to  come  through.  The 
mulching  protects  the  plants  from  cold 
in  the  winter  and  heat  in  the  Summer, 
keeping  the  fruit  clean  and  prevents 
the  growth  of  weeds.
